Counsel: No Grounds For Official’s 


Lawsuit Against Critical Resident

The town’s lawyer Says there are no grounds to 
bring suit against a resident who criticizes town offi- 
cials during public meetings. 

Al Daniels’ advice came after a heated exchange 
between School Superintendent Kenneth Seifert and 
Donald Coleman of 91 High St. at the Aug. 21 School 
Committee meeting, 

Dr. Seifert says he sought legal counsel concerning 
public official’s rights when allegations and personal 
remarks are made by audience members during pub- 
lic meetings. 

‘‘To me it’s a question of what kind of rights, as 
public employees, do we have against the public com- 
ing in and saying anything they want and not being 
held responsible,” said Dr. Seifert Monday. 

But slander laws affect public officials differently 
than they do non-public people, Mr. Daniels said. 

People in the public eye “are required to take 
more heat,” he said. “It was kind of a cheap thing but 
not actionable,” he added, referring to last month’s 
meeting. 

At that meeting the committee was discussing its 
proposed contract with the Andover Endowment for 
the Arts for managing the J. Everett Collins Center. 


Falling Into Fashion: What? 


Mr. Coleman asked the committee to suspend AEA 
until getting a report from the subcommittee appoint- 
ed to examine the management of the facility. 

Mr. Coleman also told the committee he believes 


the non-profit AEA’s chairman, Gerald Cohen, has a 
proprietary interest in pushing the contract through. 

“He (Mr. Cohen) could get financial gain with 
that,” said Mr. Coleman, adding, “I think you should 
investigate Mr. Seifert’s involvement in this hand- 
shake deal.” 

At that point acting Chairman Michael Frishman 
warned Mr. Coleman about making personal accusa- 
tions. 

Visibly angered and frustrated with the direction 
of the confrontation, Dr. Seifert attempted to end the 
discussion. 

“T do not want the audience, including those out 
watching the television, to think that I agree with 
everything that you said,” he said. “You are misin- 
formed. You do not know what you are talking 
about.” 

The exchange continued and became personal as

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Collins Center 
Board Approves 
API Contract

The Andover Endowment for the Arts 
has reached a one-year, $106,630 contract 
with the man they have hired for the past 
seven years to run the J. Everett Collins 
Center for the Performing Arts, said AEA 
Chairman Gerald Cohen on Monday. 

Glen Gulezian, owner of Artistic Pro- 
ductions Inc., has in the past received two 
three-year contract awards from AEA, 
recently adding up toa $100,000-plus sala- 
ry for each year. AEA also employs Mr. 
Gulezian’s wife, Paula Mugavero, for ap- 
proximately $25,000, said Mr. Cohen. 

AEA board member Jared Clark, who 
has surveyed five other performing arts 
centers and their management and pro- 
duction arrangements, says the money is 
justified. The latest figure is consistent 
with other salaries paid for comparable 
services, the former town manager said. 

The School Committee, which is re- 
sponsible for the Collins Center, is cur- 
rently investigating AEA’s management 
of the center. The committee appointed a 
subgroup for the task this spring after re- 
ceiving complaints from citizens and 
community groups about lack of accessi- 
bility to the 1,200-seat auditorium, high 
rental fees and what some said was an 
inflated contract with API. 

The group will also make recommen- 
dations to the School Committee on its 
proposed management agreement with 
AEA. The report and recommendations 
are due by the first of next month. 

Chairman Cohen said the current con- 
tract is for one year, rather than three as 
in the past, because of the pending report. 
He added that the contract will stand for 
this year, but ‘‘we have to decide by De- 
cember if we will renew it. 

“Because the School Committee is re- 
viewing the AEA mission, we (the direc- 
tors) didn’t think it was appropriate’’ to 
award another three-year contract, Mr. 
Cohen said. “We feel it is prudent to go 
one year at a time.”

the meeting drew to a close. 

“You'll get yours, Skippy,’’ Mr. 
Coleman said. 

“OK, Coleman,” Dr. Seifert re- 
turned. 


Although the incident may have 
spurred Dr. Seifert to contact town 
counsel, he says it isn’t just this ex- 
change that he is concerned about. 

“To me it’s a bigger issue. With 
money getting tighter in the bud- 
gets, people are coming in (to meet- 
ings) and talking about their own 
vested interests,” he said. “Things 
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get heated when resources are re- 
duced....We all need to understand 
the rules of fair play. We need to 
shed more light on this, and less 
heat. 

“Mr. Coleman has a history of 
coming in (to meetings) and over- 
stepping his bounds,” he added. 

Mr. Coleman said he did not feel 
he was stepping out of bounds. “I 
was just asking questions from a 
public official. I want to know the 
extent of involvement....I was not 
out for character assasinations,”’ 
said Mr. Coleman Monday.

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Historians To 
Kick Off New 
Lunch Series

“Andover History for Students’ is the 
topic of the Andover Historical Society’s 
lunchtime program Thursday, Sept. 21, at 
noon. Laura Edge, a school program in- 
terpreter and society board member, will 
give a slide presentation and share her 
research on introducing local landmarks 
to children. 

Education is synonymous with the And- 
over Historical Society. The exhibits, lec- 
tures, pamphlets and special events from 
the society’s earliest years contributed to 
its pursuit of preserving local history and 
enriching the understanding of life in 
Andover. 

Historical tours began in one rented 
room (quickly expanding to two) and fi- 
nally, in 1929, operated in the Amos Blan- 
chard House and Barn. Caroline Under- 
hill, the first curator, reported ‘“‘an in- 
creased interest in the society’s collec- 
tions and home shown by visiting groups 
from the schools.”’ 

In 1947 a short history of Andover for 
schoolchildren was recommended, as 
were programs such as ‘‘the reading of 
winning papers in contests on Andover 
history, a maypole dance, old-fashioned 
costumes and a short notice to encourage 
children to join the society.”’ 

Increased priority on program enrich- 
ment and public outreach continued. Ex- 
panded facilities with the gallery spaces 
and a new library wing meant increased 
activities. 

Today, there are slide tape shows, 
walking tours and traveling exhibits in 
addition to the annual program calendar 
of events. Students participate in such 
programs as ‘‘Andover at work in the 
1820s” and family history and photo 
searches. 

The September lunchtime program 
sets the scene for the arrival of fifth-grad- 
ers in October.

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Recyclers To Bring Glass, 
Plastics To West Middle Lot

Glass and plastics will be picked up at 
the West Middle School parking lot on 
Saturday, Sept. 16, from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
The place has been changed to West Mid- 
dle School because of other activities in 
The Park that day. 

If you have missed some glass and 
plastic collections, now is the time to 
clean out and clean up. Glass does not 
burn in the incinerator and the weight 
adds to the cost of trash disposal for the 
town. All three colors of glass are now 
accepted—green for wine bottles, brown 
for beer and clear for food containers 
such as mayonnaise jars, apple juice bot- 
tles and containers for canned fruit and 
all the condiments: ketchup, mustard, 
pickles. Rinse out all glass. 

Plastic is probably the most important 
material to keep out of the incinerator. 
There is a use for recycled plastic, and 
Andover’s collection contractor has found 
a place to sell it. The chemicals then do 
not go up the smoke stack to pollute the 
air or into the ash pit to pollute some 
landfill. 

Separate plastics. Milk, water and 
juice jugs can be crushed and put togeth- 
er. Clear plastic containers and plastic

Health Officials Warn Against Mosquitoes, 


And Excessive Use Of Products To Repell Them 


Though the insect population is waning 
with the season, you still need protection 
from mosquitoes. 

State Public Health Commissioner 
Deborah Prothrow-Stith advised resi- 
dents of eastern Massachusets to take 
precautions to protect themselves and 
their children from mosquitoes in an ef- 
fort to prevent cases of eastern (equine) 
encephalitis. 

EE is caused by a virus carried by wild 
birds that live in freshwater swamp areas 
and the female of one species of swamp- 
breeding mosquito. In most years, the vi- 
rus is contained in these birds and mos- 
quitoes, but occasionally there is a 
spillover of the virus into other mosqui- 
toes known to bite humans. 

The first instance of EE virus this year 
has been detected by the State Laborato- 
ry Institute in the non-human biting Culi- 
seta melanura mosquitoes, Dr. Prothrow- 
Stith said. ‘‘These mosquitoes were 
trapped in southeastern Massachusetts at 
a sampling site in Halifax. There is no 
evidence of virus activity in other trap- 
ping locations at this time and no human 
cases have been found.”’

Gayle Sommer of Andover was recently promoted within the 
marketing department at Delta Dental Plan of Massachusetts.

The commissioner added that there 
has not been a human case of eastern en- 
cephalitis in Massachusetts since 1984. 

EE is an annual concern in the sou- 
theastern part of the state around the 
Hockomock and Pine swamps of the 
Taunton River basin. 

But people in and around any freshwa- 
ter swamp areas should wear clothing 
with long sleeves and long pants and use 
mosquito repellents beginning before 
dusk and into the evening. To keep mos- 
quitoes out of homes, screens should be 
securely fastened to all doors and win- 
dows and insecticides used if mosquitoes 
are found in the home. 

If overnight camping or other substan- 
tial outdoor exposure is unavoidable, all 
personal precautions should be taken and 
every effort made to use ground-fogging 
insecticides. It is especially important 
that infants and young children be pro- 
tected against mosquitoes, she said.

warns against excessive use of deet-containing insect repellents 
applied to the skin or clothing. They can help prevent mosquito 
and tick bites, but the Department of Public Health says over- 
use of deet can cause allergic and toxic effects, especially when 
used repeatedly in high concentrations. Wearing protective 
clothing treated with permethrin in addition to using deet on 
exposed skin provides the greatest protection, department offi- 
cials said. 

The state laboratory will monitor virus activity in mosquitoes 
and clinical specimens in suspect human cases until the first 
frost, which marks the end of the mosquito season. 

Increasing concern about Lyme disease, which is transmitted 
by the deer tick, has resulted in a corresponding increase in the 
use of insect repellents. Repellents are also effective against a 
variety of other pests. The most commonly used repellents con- 
tain the chemical N,N-diethylk-m-touluamide, also known as 
ee Deet has been used for more than 30 years by millions of 
people. 

The Environmental Protection Agency has received a small 
number of reports of adverse reactions to deet, especially in 
young children after repeated applications of insect repellents. 


While doctors have not confirmed deet as the cause of reac- 
tions like headache, mood changes, nausea and, in severe cases, 
muscle spasms, convulsions or unconsciousness, EPA is con- 
cerned that some may be sensitive to deet.

Theodore E. Long has been named 
Merrimack College’s associate dean of 
arts and sciences, according to Rev. John 
E. Deegan, OSA, Merrimack president. 

Mr. Long has been chairman and asso- 
ciate professor of sociology at Washing- 
ton and Jefferson College in Washington, 
Pa., since 1980. Before that he taught at 
Hollins College in Roanoke, Va., and 
George Washington University in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

He has published numerous papers, ar- 
ticles and essays and reviewed a number 
of scholarly volumes. Mr. Long co-edited 
Religion and Religiosity in America: 
Studies in Honor of Joseph H. Fichter. He 
was also associate editor for both the Re- 
view of Religious Research and Sociologi- 
cal Analysis. 

Topics of his published work include 
prophetic religion and politics, religious 
conversion and socialization, religious 
conceptions of health and healing and re- 
ligion and individualism. 

His current research includes a study 
of a church-labor coalition’s challenge to 
Pittsburgh businesses and churches over 
unemployment issues, and he recently 
completed course materials on unemploy- 
ment for the economic justice program of 
the Lutheran Church. Mr. Long has stud- 
ied and written about medical education 
and physicians’ training, religion and pol- 
itics and theories of socialization and so- 
cial control. 

Mr. Long is president of the Associa- 
tion for the Sociology of Religion and was 
its executive officer from 1983 to 1987. He 
is a director of the Religious Research 
Association. 

Mr. Long was a council member of the 
Southwestern Pennsylvania Synod of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in America 
and a consultant on market research and 
long-range planning for the Washington 
County United Way. He also developed a 
survey on community quality life for the 
United Way and other agencies in Wash- 
ington County. 

Mr. Long received a doctorate in socio- 
logy from the University of Virginia in 
Charlottesville, a master’s degree in so- 
ciology from Duke University in Durham,

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Schools Get 
Grant For 
Drug Programs 


The Andover school system will be 
awarded a $25,188 grant from the Gover- 
nor’s Alliance Against Drugs to expand 
drug and alcohol education programs as 
part of the Drug Free Schools Act. 

The grant, announced by Gov. Michael 
Dukakis, represents the third year of a 
three-year funding cycle under the pro- 
gram. The Governor’s Alliance Against 
Drugs is responsible for reviewing grant 
applications and distributing funds to all 
Massachusetts communities. 

The program calls for drug and alcohol 
education to begin as early as kindergart- 
en and continue through high school; a 
written memorandum of understanding 
between school superintendents and local

Treasurer Seeks Owners 
Of Unclaimed Benefits 


The state treasurer’s office is attempting to return nearly $1 


million to 3,000 Massachusetts residents under the state’s un- 


claimed money law. 

Treasurer Robert Q. Crane said the money has been reported 
to the treasury by insurance companies doing business in Massa- 
chusetts. Included are unpaid life insurance benefits, unpaid 
benefits on health and liability insurance policies, pension 
checks and customer overpayments. 

Under Massachusetts’ unclaimed money law, accounts that 
have been dormant for at least five years are deemed to be 
abandoned and must be reported to the treasury. The treasury 
department then tries to locate the rightful owner or legal heirs 
to return the money. 

“Many of these accounts represent the cash value of life 
insurance policies which the owners do not realize they are 
entitled to claim,’’ Mr. Crane said. ‘Once again my office is 
making every reasonable effort to locate the owners or legal 
heirs to return these funds to those who are due them.”

The second New England Joint Confer- 
ence on Specific Learning Disabilities 
will be held at Brockton High School Sat- 
urday, Oct. 28. 

The conference is for parents and pro- 
fessionals alike and features three panels 
of authorities who will address issues 


: such as attention deficit disorder and the 


definition of intelligence. Workshops will 


’ address research and theory as well as 


practical issues such as teaching, evalua- 
tion, counseling and college options. 

The conference also includes a ‘“re- 
source exchange,’ an opportunity to 
learn about the schools, resources and 
services available to learning-disabled in- 
dividuals, their parents and the profes- 
sionals who work on their behalf. Experts 
will be available to answer questions. 

The conference fee increases after the 
Sept. 30 deadline. 

Illiteracy is big news these days. And 
with the start of another school year, it is 
on everyone’s mind. 

A Massachusetts survey shows that 
more than 1 million state residents are 
illiterate. Nationally, more than 21 mil- 
lion Americans are functionally illiterate. 
An estimated $200 billion a year is lost in 
taxes, welfare checks and poor 
workmanship, said conference organiz- 
ers. 


But this is only part of the story. Learn- 
ing disabilities or dyslexia affect at least 
10 percent of the population and account 
for 30 percent, maybe even 50 percent, of 
the adult Americans who cannot read, or- 
ganizers said. 

“Any campaign to combat illiteracy 
cannot succeed without addressing the 
special needs of this subgroup of illiter- 
ates. Those who are concerned about illit- 
eracy in America need to know about 
learning disabilities,” they added.

Native Fruits Ease Summer’s End 


Perk up on these Indian summer days 
with plump, native raspberries and 
peaches. Look for these and other local 
produce at farmers’ markets, roadside 
farmstands and local supermarkets. 


“The fall raspberry crop looks good 
even though we had too much rain this 
summer,” says Bill Hamilton, owner of 
Hamilton Orchards, in New Salem. Pick- 
ing should continue until the middle of Oc- 
tober. 

‘Raspberries that are harvested in the 
late summer season are from bushes 
whose branches were cut in early 
spring.”’ 


For a listing of raspberry and peach 
‘“pick-your-own’’ farms in the Bay State, 
send a self-addressed stamped business- 
size envelope to the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Food and Agriculture, 100 
Cambridge St., Boston 02202. 

One cup of raspberries provides 40 per- 
cent of the daily Vitamin C allowance and 
only 100 calories. 


“The peach-picking season is going 
well and will continue through late Sep- 
tember,’’ says Wilma Hoxie, co-owner of 
Quonquont Farm in Whately. ‘‘There are 
many people picking their own this year. 
The good weather earlier in the season, 
combined with the rain later on, has pro- 
duced a good crop.’ 

Freestone and clingstone are the prin- 
cipal types of peaches. As the name sug- 
gests, the freestone peach’s flesh easily 
separates from the seed. This is the most 
popular peach for general home use. The 


even though the fruit ‘clings to the seed,’ 
it tends to hold its shape better. Both 
types include varieties that have white 
flesh and those with yellow flesh. 


It is important to store peaches in the 
refrigerator, since they do not store well. 
If peaches are not fully ripened, store at 
room temperature until the flesh begins 
to soften, then refrigerate. 


Select peaches that are fairly firm, but 
slightly soft to the touch. The skin color 
between the rosy red areas should be yel- 
low or at least creamy and not distinctly 
green, as immature peaches will not ri- 
pen properly.

William J. Dalton 


Bill Dalton has been described as one of the finest 
athletes ever to come out of Greater Lawrence. A 
semi-professional baseball and hockey player for two 
decades, he refused a bid from the Boston Red Sox in 
1922. 

“My uncle turned the contract down because his 
mother felt playing professional ball was no way for a 
young man to make a living,’’ said his nephew, 
Charles Dalton of Andover. 

William J. Dalton, 87, of 70 Chestnut St. died after 
suffering a heart attack Sept. 6, 1989, at home. 

Eugene Lovely, legendary Punchard High School 
coach for whom the Andover High School football 
field is named, called Mr. Dalton “‘the best, most nat- 
ural athlete’ he ever saw. 

His nephew and namesake, former Andover Select- 
man William J. Dalton, said people frequently asked 
him if he were related to the great athlete. ‘I could 
never get my uncle to say much about his accom- 
plishments. Most of what I knew about him—the fact 
that he batted .650 at Punchard High, for example— 
came from listening to others and reading old news 
clippings.” 

The widely known athlete worked in building main- 
tenance at Phillips Academy from 1950 until he re- 
tired in 1967. Before that he worked in Lawrence’s 
Wood Mill. 

Born in Andover, Mr. Dalton was a 1920 graduate of 
Punchard High, where he starred in football and 
baseball. He also played hockey for the town hockey 
team. 

Although he was primarily a second baseman in his 
favorite sport, he also played other positions, includ- 
ing pitcher. He was the running back on two unde- 
feated Andover football teams that were led by his 
brother Charles at running back. 

In 1921, Mr. Dalton earned a scholarship for a post 
graduate year at Phillips Academy where he contin- 
ued to play varsity sports. The next year he was 
awarded a sports scholarship to Bates College in 
Maine where he studied for a short time. 

During the 1920s and ’30s, Mr. Dalton played semi- 
professional baseball, often for two leagues in the 
same season. He tried out for the Bruins the same 
year he was tapped by the Red Sox.

Mr. Dalton continued to play hockey in local 
leagues until 1935. He also did a short stint as an 
amateur boxer during the 1920s. 

Devoted to his family, Mr. Dalton visited his sister, 
Frances Dalton, every day for the past six years at 
Academy Manor Nursing Home. 

Besides his sister, members of his family include 
four nephews, Charles F’. Dalton, Jr. and William J. 
and Robert M. Dalton, all of Andover, and Jack Ha- 
thaway of Woodstown, N.H. 

Funeral services were held in Christ Episcopal 
Church. Burial was in West Parish Cemetery.

SHED Awaits Building 


Plumbing, Contractual Delays Stall Facility 


By Lisa A. Boudreau 


It was business as usual on the opening 
day of the Shawsheen Extended Day Care 
facility at Shawsheen School Monday. 
Well, almost. 

Parents dropped off their children for 
before- and after-kindergarten care, but 
the program was still using using part of 
the Shawsheen School rather than the 
portable classroom administrators origi- 
nally planned on. 

SHED wanted to open its new doors 
last Thursday, but delays of various sorts 
affecting the portable classroom forced 
the program to push back the date to this 
Monday. 

SHED staff and parents had antic- 
ipated the portable classroom, approved 
at April’s town meeting, would be in- 
stalled and operational by the start of 
school. But “busineess as usual’’ for 
SHED has been synonymous with red 
tape and delays for the past year. 

SHED was informed last year by the 
School Committee, which controls the 
school building, that there wouldn’t be 
any space for them as of September of 
this year. The Shawsheen School needs 
the extra room for its morning and af- 
ternoon kindergarten classes. 

The controversial portable building

was approved by the School Committee in 
March, providing certain conditions were 
met, and town meeting approved the 
$150,000 bond lent to SHED to buy the 
building. 

One of the requirements set by the 
School Committee was a mutually agree- 
able contract for tenancy on the land be- 
tween the committee and SHED. The 
delay in signing the contract and provid- 
ing suitable landscaping to minimize the 
impact on abutters delayed ordering and 
arrival of the building. 

Other delays ranging from the number 
of male and female disabled-accessible 
bathrooms and general staff facilities re- 
quired by the state Board of Plumbing 
have also contributed to the delay, said 
Fred Jaeschke, Andover’s director of mu- 
nicipal maintenance. 

Following the required changes, the 
contractor, Pope Housing of Weymouth, 
took the uncompleted structure off the as- 
sembly line and made up for the lost or- 
der with other contracts. Once the new 
specifications were set, the contractor 
was required to fill the second orders be- 
fore resuming work on the SHED build- 
ing.

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Planners Request More 
Information On Complex

Although a review of plans to build 18 apartments at High and 
Haverhill streets by the Planning Board uncovered no major 
flaws Tuesday night, enough questions were raised to delay a 
vote until Sept. 26. 

_ The board asked developer Picwel Builders to come back with 
information on drainage and a possible reconfiguration of park- 
ing spaces to save mature trees on the site. 

In the first public glimpse of the building plans, Picwel con- 
firmed earlier indications that it intended to save as many trees 
as possible. 

In original drawings, 16 of 24 of the stately maple, apple and 
cherry trees on the former dairy farm were to be cut down, said 
Gerald Welch of Picwel. The revised plans will necessitate re- 
moving just nine trees. 

“We want to have as much screening between Andover Condo- 
miniums as we can,” said Mr. Welch. ‘‘Obviously, it is to our 
advantage to do so.” 

But, looking at the parking lot layout, board member Hooks 

Johnston wondered if one or two more trees couldn’t be spared. 
Site plans set aside 40 parking spaces, four more than required, 
and Mr. Johnston suggested a trade-off—cutting a parking spot 
in one corner and keeping the apple tree planted there. 
_ The 1.47-acre parcel is the last buildable apartment-zoned lot 
in the area. The property is located between two other housing 
complexes that started as apartments but were converted to 
condominiums. 

“Tf someday they wanted to turn condo,’”’ board member Russ 
Moran asked Town Physical Planner Steve Colyer, ‘‘what can 
we do about it?” 

“Nothing,”’ replied Mr. Colyer. A Planning Board ban on fu- 
ture condominium conversion would face a likely legal chal- 
lenge, he said. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals, to which Picwel is applying for 
a special permit for the project, might be more successful in 
imposing a no-conversion condition, said the town planner. Mr. 
Moran asked that the issue be turned over to town counsel. 

The board member then turned to Mr. Welch and asked how

Selectmen Warn Restaurant 
For Alleged License Violations

Trader Rick’s restaurant held onto its liquor license Monday 
night as the Board of Selectmen let the downtown nightspot off 
with a warning for two alleged after-hours violations involving 
alcohol. 

Instead of suspending the restaurant’s license, the selectmen 
will issue a letter of warning that stays on file for three years. 

In two late-night checks this summer, Andover police say they 
found liquor served after hours, once to an underage employee. 

But Monday night, Police Chief James Johnson told selectmen 
the alleged offenses were not major. 

“J would hate to classify them as clear-cut violations, some- 
thing that is more an infraction,” said Mr. Johnson. 

The police chief said the infractions, particularly a drink al- 
legedly served to a 19-year-old bartender at the restaurant, were 
ambiguous, pointing out that state law allows underage employ- 
ees to serve liquor. 

The board took Mr. Johnson’s recommendations, although 
Chairman Gail Ralston warned owner Gerald Cohen that ‘‘the 
granting of a license is a privilege.” 

Twice since last May, patrolling police units have seen 
movement inside the building after closing and suspected bur- 
glary activity. 

The incident in May was prompted by a cleaning crew clear- 
ing the restaurant’s ventilation system. Spotting the activity in- 
side, several units responded at 1:20 a.m. and found drinks still 
on the bar and tables.

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Local Skirmishes In The War On Drugs 

Andover, it would seem, is in the forefront on its attentiveness to the 
problem of substance and alcohol abuse. 

While President George Bush was declaring war on drugs a week ago 
and addressing millions of students from the White House library on the 
matter this week via national television, Andover had already taken 
steps to attack the problem at the local level. 

Last spring, Brenda O’Brien, director of health education for the pub- 


lic schools, applied for a three-year grant from the Northeast Regional 
Center for Drug-Free Schools and Communities, a group sponsored by 


the U.S. Department of Education. 


With the funding approved, the initial year of the program is dedicated 
to extensive training of school and community professionals who will 
develop programs of prevention and early intervention to avoid sub- 


stance and alcohol abuse. 


While no rehabilitation techniques are involved, teachers do learn to 
recognize behavioral or appearance changes, and referral to counselors 
and health care professionals is commended. 

Those who have become involved in the Andover program hear the 
Same complaint from young people: that there is nothing to do, thus 

“access to alcohol and drugs offers a recreational pursuit. 

Despite the availablity of drugs and alcohol, succumbing to the temp-

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Tribute To A Pianist 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

On Sunday, Aug. 27, Olga Sjos- 
trom, an Andover resident for many 
years, died at age 93 in the home of a 
Lowell relative. Some of her friends, 
even those who, until the end, were 
tata and lovingly involved in 

er life, learned of her passing only 
through the brief and necessarily 
impersonal medium of area newspa- 
per obituaries. 

And so, let us now praise not-so- 
famous women who deserved richer 
rewards out of life than fate saw fit 
to bestow. Such a one was Olga. 
When her family fortunes failed in 
the Depression ’30s, Olga, a gifted 
pianist who studied in Paris with Na- 
dia Boulanger, a pupil of Franz 
Liszt, abandoned a career as a con- 
cert pianist to care for an ailing par- 
ent. When that parent died, Olga, 
alone and in reduced circumstances, 
turned to teaching. 

Can I ever forget the day I first 
saw her? Less than 5 feet of feisty 
resolution in sturdy walking shoes 
and argyle knee socks, her trade- 
mark ‘‘accessories,’ she came 
trudging up the lawn at 267 South 
Main St. to ask my mother if per- 
haps there were children in the 
house who would like to study piano. 

Mother was never one to open her 
heart and hearth to every dropin, 
but she succumbed to Olga on the 
spot. They remained friends and al- 
lies till my mother’s death in 1976. 

As a result of that first encounter, 
one of my younger brothers and a 
sister became Olga’s early pupils. 
Scores of area youngsters—and their 
parents, too, on occasion—followed 
suit, practicing scales and master- 
ing a varied piano repertoire accord- 
ing to their individual abilities in 
Olga’s succession of small, spare- 
apartment studios. She was an inspi- 
rational teacher who never patron- 
ized her pupils or allowed invidious 
comparisons between the honest 
plodder and the precocious young- 
ster reaching for musical distinc- 
tion. 

Piano sorcery wasn’t her only 
gift. Over the years, because of the 
extraordinary person she was, she 
accumulated a host of devoted 
apostle-friends, not necessarily pu- 
pils or even lovers of music. Though 
often in the difficult last years of 
near-blindness and diminishing 


ome 
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strength, she never asked for favors 
or even help, love, companionship 
and ail sorts of material largess 
flowed her way spontaneously. 

I’ve cried my tears for my old 
friend of 50 years. It’s time now to 
look ahead. I’m establishing a me- 
morial fund in Olga’s name at an 
area bank. Its purpose: to provide 
scholarship assistance to a young 
Merrimack Valley resident, a high 
school senior of promise, so that he 
or she can pursue the study of classi- 
cal piano at a reputable music 
school in this country or abroad. 

I’m hoping that other Olga parti- 
sans will, if able, join with me in this 
loving endeavor by contacting And- 
over Bank at 61 Main St.

Sept. 17 through 23 is National Adult 
Day Care Week. The Andover Adult Day 
Care Program will celebrate its fifth an- 
niversary with an open house and special 
events. More than 100 people and their 
families have benefited from the support 
provided through the program. 

Adult day care is a daytime program 
of activity, socialization, health monitor- 
ing and support for older people and their 
families. Older people who would be alone 
during the day enjoy the companionship 
of their peers and a full day of planned 
activity and interaction. 

The Andover Adult Day Care program 
is the only program of its kind in the Mer- 
rimack Valley to integrate activities of an 
adult day program and active Senior Cen- 
ter.

New England Power Company (‘‘NEPCo”’) has petitioned 
the Department of Public Utilities ( “DPU”’) and the En- 
ergy Facilities Siting Council ( “EFSC”’) for approval to 
construct, maintain and operate a 115 kilovolt transmission 
line of approximately 5.2 miles in length and a 115 kilovolt 
tap connected to the new line of approximately 0.5 miles in 
length to provide the independant 115 kilovolt supply re- 
quired for two additional transformers, one at the South 
Broadway substation and one at the West Andover substa- 
tion. 

PRIMARY ROUTE 

The primary route for the proposed electric transmission 
line would parallel NEPCo’s existing Tewksbury-Lawrence 
transmission line its entire length. The proposed route be- 
gins at a connection with NEPCo’s existing transmission 
line near Andover Street in the Town of Tewksbury. The 
proposed transmission line route continues in a north-north- 
easterly direction along the existing right-of-way for ap- 
proximately 5.2 miles through portions of the Towns of 
Tewksbury and Andover, past the existing connection with 
the West Andover tap facilities, to its terminus in the City of 
Lawrence, where it connects with NEPCo’s South Broad- 
way substation.

ALTERNATE ROUTE 

The 5.5 mile alternate route would begin at a connection 
with NEPCo’s existing 115 kilovolt transmission line tap at 
Methuen Junction, near the US 93/State Route 213 inter- 
change in the Town of Methuen. The proposed alternate 
route continues in a southeasterly direction across the Ne- 
vins Wildlife Area to the Boston and Maine railroad. The 
proposed alternate route continues in a southerly direction 
parallel to the Boston and Maine Railroad right-of-way into 
the City of Lawrence to NEPCo’s South Broadway substa- 
tion.

During the course of the investi- 
gation, the detectives said they be- 
came aware of their suspect’s 
possible involvement in the rape and 
assault case. Police said Mr. 
Ainscow forced the girl to pose nude 
in pornographic visual material. The 
girl, who is under 16, was involved in 
a boyfriend-girlfriend rciationship 
with the defendant, said Lt. John 
Houlihan. 

‘‘We knew we had someone out 
there that was very dangerous,” 
said Detective Grant. 

On Sept. 11, the detectives got a 
search warrant to enter Mr. 
Ainscow’s residence, his parents’ 
home at 59 Lovejoy Road. There 
they found assorted martial arts 
weapons and knives. Among the con- 
fiscated items are various pairs of 
assorted-sized nunchakus; ninja 
claws, an open glove with claws; 
throwing stars; a homemade cross 
bow; and knives. He was arrested at 
his parents’ home that night. 

Mr. Ainscow was arraigned and 
released on $5,000 cash bail.

However, the incident was re- 
garded as minor, said Chief John- 
son, and no punitive action was 
taken. 

On July 16, police officers again 
noticed movement in the building af- 
ter closing. Shortly after 3 a.m., in- 
vestigating police discovered a 23- 
year-old assistant manager and a 19- 
year-old bartender in the restaurant, 
both with drinks in front of them. 

In his defense, Mr. Cohen said the 
only people involved in both inci- 
dents were employees. Liquor was 
“certainly not being sold” to the 
public, he added. 

But selectmen were also bothered 
that the restaurant hadn’t properly 
notified them of a change in man- 
agers. 

“T’m concerned that there hasn’t 
been an effort here” to comply with 
town bylaws, said Selectman Gerald 
Silverman. 

‘When we see a couple of viola- 
tions,” said Selectman Barenboim, 
“and the manager has left four 
months ago...we have to sit back and 
ask if these people are serious about 
having a liquor license in town.”
